lical stories when scientists com- 
plete deciphering the hieroglyph- 
ics on 
antique statues Recently 


discovered In Palestine, accord- 
ing to Dr. George B. Gordon, 
rector of trie University of 
Bylvanla. Museum, 
who 
has re- 


turned from a tour to the sites of 
expeditions operating In Mesopo- 
tamia, Egypt and Palestine. Dur- 
ing his trip Dr. Gordon arranged 
for the shipment of 100 tons of 
antique- relics 
to 
Philadelphia. 


They ara expected to arrive about 
January 1 and will be set up at 
the University Museum. 
Among the relics being shipped 


from Egypt IB the throne room 
of Meneptah, one of -the- Phara- 
ohs. 
Jewelry, 
mummlea 
and 


mummy cases also are Included. 
From Palestine, Dj. Gordon ship- 
ped a basalt tablet, a'battle monu- 
ment, which Is expected to throw 
light on the story of Exodus; Ro- 
man 
glass, 
mosaic 
pavements, 


many small objects in bronze and 
a jar which was found filled with 
ellver coins. 
In Egypt the expedition'la dig- 
ging In {wo places, at Memphis 
and at a site adjacent to that In 
•which the late Lord Carnarvon 
discovered the tomb of Tutankh- 
amen. 
"We don't expect to make any 
Jlnds In Egypt as 
tremendously 


Important as those by Lord Car- 
narvon," said Dr. Gordon. "How- 
ever, the work wa are doing at 
TJr, In Mesopotamia and at Bel- 
ean, In Palestine, la very Import- 
ant. 
We are digging up the Tem- 


ple of the Moon In Ur. 
"In Palestine we have, stopped 


digging'for the present. 
We can 


dig at Beisan only during the dry 
season, 
which 
corresponds 
to 


eummer in our climate. 
The only 


digging possible now In Jerusalem. 
However, the discoveries we have 
made In Palestine BO far have 
been 
of the- utmost 
Importance. 


Among other finds we have two 
Blabs of black basalt which may 
throw more light on the etory of 
Exodus, and on the ancient Egyp- 
tian Pharaohs. One of these slabs 
bears a statue of Satl I, and the 
other shows plainly Rameses II. 
•on of Satl. Beisan Is on the road 
which all Egyptian armies used 
In crossing Palestine, and these 
basalt 
slabs, 
with their hiero- 


glyphic 
records, 
probably 
will 


ahow 
that Palestine 
was con- 
quered by 
the Egyptians 
somei 


time after the Hebrews left Egypt, 
but before tHey had reached Pal-

few in the near future as "feeders" 
to street cars. In Missouri busses 
operate In St. Louis In opposition 
to street cars, -while the traction 
company in Nevada, Mo., is re- 
ported as desiring to tear -up fts 
car lines and Install a bus service. 
In Kansas City, in the same state, 
busses are prohibited by ordinance. 


In Indiana Edy reports the pro- 


hibition of busses by many cities 
for various reasons, while Wiscon- 
sin permits the use of these motor 
vehicles both as "feeders" and in 
competition 
to street car lines. 


Thati the unregulated competition 
between busses and street cars has 
proven nearly fatal to both la the 
further report from this elate.

MEXICO FIGHTS IGNORANCE. 


One of the most encouraging indications of 


Mexico's determinntion to take its place among 
the nations is the attention being given there 
to education. 
Next -to restoring order, the 


greatest effort of the Obrcgon administration 
has been given to schooling, to the granting 
of opportunities long denied. 


The Mexican problem is summed up in this 


one sentence by Jose Vascoucelos to a repre- 
sentative of Colliers: "Eigthy-five .per ce"ut of 
the Mexicans are illiterate." 
,

"When Porfirio Diaz wns controlling the des- 


tinies of Mexico it was stated in tlic laws and 
in public address that- educational opportuni- 
ties were available tp all. A cbnipul'sort edu- 
cation law has stood 011 tlie Mexican books for 
fifty years, but it has not meant anything be- 
cause there were no schools to which to send 
the children and it was to the interest of the 
ruling class to keep the rest of the people in 
ignorance. The largest; educational appropria- 
tion in the Diaz regime was eight million 
Mexican dollars.. The largest under Carranna 
was six inilliou, and in'both instances a large 
part of the money was diverted to other "uses. 
Last year the Obrcgon budget appropriated 
forty-live millions and is expending it to build 
schools and educate the Mexican youth. The 
taeJc is au appalling one hut, with'a. national 
recognition, that it has to do with Mexico's 
future, it is being pushed forward with ef- 
ficiency and every promise of success. 
. Onc.of-Vaseoucelos' first moves was to call 
for volunteers, to ask .those of his countrymen 
who could read or write to teach their fellows. 


'•What would you do in-the face of a great 


national peril?" he askc-d 'of .the youug^ intel- 
lectuals, '"'such as the appearance of a'tyrant 
or under circumstances that- would demand 
your courage?..You would answer me that you 
would take up arms;.well, we are concerned 
here with a struggle far nobler than that of kill- 
ing ine.n.; wt are concerned with saving men ; 
not with> destroying life, but witk making life 
richer and happier."

In the efforts of Obrcgon, Yasconcelos and 


the others in taking'up arms against illiteracy 
a larger measure of promise is being held before 
Mexico than ev'er before. 


LEAGUE NOT DEAD. 


A flat statement that the League of Xations 


is dead is not a legitimate'argument against 
tlmt institution. The League is not dead and 
the fact that it is able to.function at all with its 
present membership aiicl in these trying times 
in Europe may be considered remarkable. 


It has been said, for instance, that the guns 


at Corfu shot to pieces the League of Nations. 
What took place was this: the dispute between 
Italy and Greece was referred to the Allied 
High Commission on rccommeudatiou of the 
League and the quarrel was settled on almost 
the exact terms of a plan recommended to the 
Commission by the League. 
Instead of being 


destroyed the League was given strength. 


There is no claim that the League of Nations 


is able to do a great deal, no disposition to 
give it a position of^uiore importance than it 
deserves, and no widespread sentiment lhat 
America join, but, in fairness, recognition 
should be given to its identity and its acts. Re- 
cently the League worked out the details of a 
loan of 250,000,000 gold crowns for necessary 
construction work in Hungary. Under this ar- 
rangement is contemplated the adjustment of 
Hungary's liabilities for "war reparations and 
the establishment of political understanding 
with her neighbors. It is believed that the loan 
will rehabilitate a nation all but wiped out 
when Germany surrendered. This loan follows 
one recently made to Austria and the world 
knows that Austria is making great progress in 
coming back as a strong nation. 


Po there are two countries which left their 


cases to the League are faring well. The ideals 
of League proponents who hoped to sec in it a 
concert of all the nations have not been ful- 
filled, but the League is not dead.
